I do not know 
that he took a tape with him. I do know that an unspecified agent or agents ox the FBI who 
were familiar with Oswald's vpice hear the tape (a) by 11/25/63. Hoover's letter to 

Rowley on this is unclear on whether they said it was not LHO from the pictures or the tape. 
Howard poiat3 out he dies not say from the tape. 

Under Item 154 you refer to your memo on CD 1034a. I don’t tliink I've seen that. But 
consistent with what you say hero is the captioning of nil thS FBI' a records, not on the 
assassination but on Russia, u uba, stc. 

Here I suggest possible significance to what 1 believe is the case, that all of this 
was under Angle ton, whose had special views of t.;e world and world foroes. And beliefs. 

I also suggest that they wanted LBJ to develop what you accurately dell his "expressed fears." 
Re l. amber, Warren developed them, too. 

What you say about clas ifications and withholding under Item 258 could be important 
for JL for court use if you could without great difficulty provide illustrative copies.
